Willis Cex, ny grandfather, was born in Putnam County, Ga., in 1801, 
and died in 1872 at his home near Notasulga, Ala. On April 22, 1823, he 
married Elizabeth (Betsy) Moore, daughter of Spencer Moore. Elizabeth 
Moore was born Sept, 12, 1804 in Green Co., Gas, and died Sept. 16, 1882, 
in Waco, Bell County, Texas. 

I have tried different times to write a paper, at the request ef 
family and friends, on Grandpa Willis Cex. He was a wonderful man, loved 
and admired by all his family and his many friends. Some of the infermatio: 
contained in this paper was told to me by my mother, and some of it was 
contained in notes which she left in letters and papers. 

Willis Cox led a colorful and exciting life. In 1849 he took two of 
his boys and went by ship to California, sailing around South America. He 
returned through Texas. There he bought lands and later some of his childr 
went out to Texas te live. 

My mother, Helen HNvelyn Cox, was the baby of ten children. 

My graudfather, Willis Cox, son of Cary, Jr., son of Cary, &r., was thi 
grandson of a Revolutionary Soldier, Cary Cox, Sr., of Virginia, who noved 
to Halifax, §.C. Willis Cox and Elizabeth Moore were married in Monroe Co. 
Ga., about nine miles south of Forsyth. They lived in Putnam Co. at first, 
four or five niles of Staffordsville. From there he went to Talbot County, 
and then in 1832 he moved to Harris County on Mulberry Creek. He operated 
@ mill on Mulberry. In 1834 he moved to Salem Community, Russell County, 
Alabama. Indians were staging uprisings, and on May 9, 1836, he ran from 
warring Indians, and returned to Spencer Moore's home in Monroe County, Ga. 
He took his family and slaves. My Uncle Walter was the baby. Great Uncle 
Orin Cox, his bros ‘wer, who had married Emily Moore, sister of Elizabeth, 
took his family ari slaves back to Georgia, alsc. The families stayed at 
Great-, undfather Spencer Moore's for about six ionths. At the Alabama hom 
Grandpa Willis left a trusted slave to care fer the stock and watch after 
the house. He told him:h. would return as goon as he could. 

Willis and Orin Cox with Spencer Moore and a Mr. Milton Tarver had 
formed a land company earlier and had bought lands from the Indians. Willi 
was the scout fer the firm, to do the trading, and he had learned to speak 
the Creek language. He haé@ many friends among the Indians in caatral and 
east Alabama. In the Creek Wars ci 1836-38, he served as a Private ina 
Company commanded by Captain Henry Mimma, It was a part of a Georgia Batt. 
of Georgia Volunteers. He knew many Indian Braves who had married and had 
families and improved homes, and who wished to stay in Alabama. Some of 
the Indians had intermarried with the whites. He was generous and kind to 
then, and tried to spare them from having to go to Indian Territory unless 
they desired to leave.

In 1855 when the United States Government passed a law to repay the 
soldiers, Grandpa received a férty acre tract and a 120 aere tract in 
Alabama. He moved his family on the south side of Saughahatchee where he 
had a store. Many Indians traded with him, but he refused to sell liquer. 
The Indians called it "fire water", One morning when Grandpa opened his s 
he found a bag of meal shout full of arrows. They had shot between the lo, 
and he realized it was a warning to him, He did not allow the threat to 
force him into selling "fire water® however, and he maintained his policy 
of never selling liquor at any time. 

In 1837 he moved on Little Saughahatchee, then later to the place whe: 
he built the big house. "The Big House" is the place where he died in 187. 
Macon County, now Lee, near Notasulga,. 

The "Big House" was a two-story eight-room square house with fireplace 
in each room. It had a covered runway in the back that led to the dining 
room and big kitchen. He had many slaves and a large farm. He had his ow 
cotton gin, flour ill, corn and grist mill, and a tan yard on the Little 
Saugha': tchee. He had a slave skilled in tanning aides and making s hoee 
for his fanily and slaves. He had a weaving house where cloth was made 
from cotton and silks He had a great grove of mulberry trees, the leaves 
of which were used to feed the silk worhs. I have heard Mother say she 
always hated to pass the house where the worms were. They made quite a 
noise. She was afraid of worms to her dying day. Although she disliked 
the silkworms, she liked very much the levely silk dresses. Some of the 
slaves were skilled in handling the cocoons and weaving the silk, They 
used beautiful dyes, 

When Willis Cox first eame into Alabama, he lived in a log house with 
an Indian family. The Indian had sold the house and land to him, but he 
could not find another place to live. They became good friends, and since 
the house was large, they fared very well. After finding a place to live, 
the Indian moved his family away, Jate one night there was a knock at the 
door. Grandpa went to see who was knocking. His Indian friend said, "Cox- 
ee-, I am dead man, and I have cone to say goodbye to you, my friend." He 
then explained that the oldest son of a riwal Indian had killed his oldest 
brother, an¢ he as head of the family, had to kill the murderer. Then one 
of the other “amily would kill hin, Grandpa took pains to explain the 
way of the white man. He told him that if he killed, then he would be 
a nurderer. He told hin of laws to punish evil doers. Itvwsa little hard 
to convince him but finally he convinced him to wait. Next day they went 
to the Sheriff. The Indian was arrested, tried, convicted, and hanged. It 
was the first trial of that sort in Alabama. 

After this event the Indian cane again. “Coxeee, now I am your man. 

I belong to you. “hat is Indian Law." Grandpa explained he was free, that 
he belonged to no man, During the uprisings, late one night, Granpa heard 
sand and small ste <s hitting the window, He found it was this same Indian 
who a> worning bh. to leave and take his family {0 safety. His own life 
and th iives of his children were saved by the grateful Indian.
